I then n new patron 
to his hermitage, but with great pain 
and difficulty, for it was three quar- 
ters of a league from Valladohd. His 
retreat was in a cell that had been dug 
in a rock; it conſiſted of two apart- 
ments; one ſerved to hold his bed, 
and all his neceſſaries; the other was 
his chapel. He had alſo a garden, 
rather curious than large, which pro- 
vided him with fruit and vegetables, 
and ſerved to amuſe him. When 
we had repoſed ourſelves, the good 
old man ſaid to me, I have lived 
twenty years in this retreat, removed 
from the buſtle and vexations of the 
world ; it is to me a terreſtrial para- 
diſe. Here I contemplate things hu-

I watch and contemplate when I can- 
not ſleep, and when I can ſleep, here 
I reſt..

mind with a ſatisfaction I had never 
taſted before.

I found an earthen veſſel 
quite full of money; I counted it; 


there was fix hundred reals. I was 


ſo tranſported at the fight of this 
money, that I thought I ſhould have 
died with joy on the ſpot. I took it 
from that place, and made a hole in 
the ground under a tree, at ſome 
diſtance from the hermitage, that 
in caſe ſome new „ ſhould 
draw 
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draw me from my retreat, I might 
have where withal to paſs the remain- 
der of my days in comfort. 


When l had finiſhed this buſineſs, 

I returned to the altar, which I re- 
placed in its mo ſituation. The 
next morning I put on the habit of 
the deceaſed, and went to the prior 
of the convent to inform him of what 
had happened. I found the whole 
community to which the hermitage' 
belonged, in full convocation ; they 
were called the brotherhood of St. 
Lazarus, which I conceived a good 

omen, from'the relation of our names. 

This holy brotherhood perceiving me 
grey headed, of a venerable mien and

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follow the example of my predeceſſor, 
who had: acquired ſuch reputation for 
piety, that he was regarded as a ſaint. 


L promiſed to lead the life of a Her- 


eules. They ſignified to me that I 
was to aſk alms only on Tueſdays 


and Saturdays; for if I did on the 


other days, the mendicant brother- 
hood would puniſn me. I promiſed 


to obſerve all they ſaid, particularly 


in What related to the community they 
mentioned, ſince I had once been in 


their hands, and knew therefore what 


they were capable of. I then took 
my leave, and proceeded immediately 
to alk alms (it being Saturday) at the 
neighbouring houſes. I aſked in a. 


low, devout, and humble tone, as the 
blind man had taught me. It was 


not from neceſſity that I did this, but 
in compliance with: cuſtom. For ac- 
cording: to the example of my bre-

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thren, the more I had, the more ſo- 
licitous D e 3 to rer e , 
- Thoſe mh hdr: me aſk mibney for 
is illumination of St. Lazarus, came 
out of their houſes, not knowing my 
voice; they were aſtoniſhed to find a 
ſtranger, and enquired of me what 
was become of the good father Anſelm 
(the name of the deceaſed.) I told 
them he was dead; onè ſaid, God reſt 
his foul, he was very good; another, 
he is now in heaven; ſome faid, bleſſed 
are thoſe who lead ſuch a life. A good 
woman aſſured the byeſtanders he had 
not taſted meat for fx years; her neigh- 
bour went further, and ſaid he never 
taſted any thing but bread and water. 
Ah, thought I, how little do people 
know of thoſe they laviſhly: praiſe or 
virulently decry! One of thoſe good 
Pn enquired what I had Aba With 
Bis 
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his habit; I told her that was it I 
wore. She immediately took her 
ſciſſars, and cut a piece from the part 
next her, ſaying, don't be ſurpriſed 
my friend; I am anxious to have a 
relique of that bleſſed ſaint, and will 
pay you for the damage done to your 
habit.” Doubtleſs, ſaid ſome of the 
byeſtanders, he will be canonized ſoon, 
for he has already wrought ſome 
miracles. In ſhort, I found the good 
hermit ſuch a favorite, that I took 
the hint, and henceforth aſked alms 
for the illumination of the bleſſed 
Anſelm, inſtead of for St. Lazarus. 
1 never could comprehend the mean- 
ing of this aſking alms to pray for the 
enlightning of the ſaints, who are 
themſelves lights; but I mult avoid 
touching on this ſtring, leſt it ſhould 
jar. I went very regularly at firſt to 


aſk alms on the days appointed, leis 
K 2 from 
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from the uſual incentive with my 
brethren of accumulating riches, than 
from apprehenſion that refraining 
from it might lead people to ſuſpect 

my treaſure; however, time leſſened 
this apprehenſion, and I have paſſed 
ſeveral years without any moleſtation, 
and in perfect eaſe and tranquillity. 
I follow the example of my prede- 
ceſſor in doing as my inclination 
prompts, and like him, am in a fair 
way of being eanonized by thoſe too 
who formerly would have given me 
bruiſes inſtead of bleſſings. I ſome- 
times read, ſometimes write, and ſome- 
times reflect. The following obſer- 
vations have often occured to me; 
that we often ſee men raiſed from the 
dirt, who acquire riches, honors, and 
eſtimation without our knowing how 
they attained, or are intitled to them. 
If we aſk, is ſuch a one wiſe or inge- 
FA | nious? 
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nious ? has he genius or talents? the 
anſwer is no; but he 1s fortunate. 
We ſee others on the contrary, who 
are ſenſible, clever, induſtrious, and 
capable of governing a kingdom, who 
are poor, deſerted, and deſpiſed ; en- 
: quire the cauſe, and you are told they 
are unfortunate. It ſhould feem there- 
fore, that chance governs the world; 
but this miſtake arifes from our view- 
ing only one point of a man's life, 
or judging his happineſs from his ſi- 
tuation. A man may be very happy at 
one period of lite, and very miſerable 
at another. Or he may be apparently 
happy or miſerable, and be in reality 
the reverſe; for a ſplendid appear- 
ance often conceals an aching heart, as 
a tattered cloak often covers a chearful 
mind. I am myſelf an inſtance of the 
truth of what I advance. Once I was 
the outcaſt of fortune, a miracle of mi- 
e ſery ; 
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ſery; I am now in the enjoyment of all 
earthly felicity. I have alſo had an 
aching heart under a velvet cloak, 
and a chearful mind under a tattered 
one. Hence then let no man deſpair. 
In my long and various peregrinations, 
I have ſeen much of the world; I have 
drawn this knowledge from it, that 
none are conſtantly happy OT con- 
ſtantly miſerable. Let thoſe there- 
fore who are happy, bear proſperity 
with moderation; let thoſe Who are 
wretched, ſuſtain their misfortunes 
with patience, and look forward to 
hope. e 3 | .
